It  is  once  again  my  priTilege  to  present  you  with  my  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Ben t 1 ey “With- Arks ey  for  1971, 
which,  I hopSp  will  pro^ride  a,  useful  social  document  in  the  years  aheado 

The  year  was  an  e/entful  one  in  the  history  of  local  government  and 
the  health  service,  for  in  the  month  of  Ifey  the  ¥hite  Paper  on  Reorganisation 
of  Local  Government  and  the  Consultative  document  on  the  reorganisation  of 
the  National  Health  Service  were  published,  foretelling  mom.entous  changes 
which  are  to  take  place  in  1974<>  Despite  extensive  work  already  completed, 
much  still  remains  to  ensure  that  the  changes  do  not  lead  to  confusion  and 
chaos o The  preparatory  work  which  is  taking  place  is  already  placing  a 
heavy  burden  on  officers  who  must  also  ensure  that  the  departments  continue 
their  xfork  and  are  geared  to  meet  the  changes  ahead.  Fortunately,  in  this 

area  the  new  Metropolitan  district  will  have  the  same  boundaries  as  the 
Area  Health  Authority  and  should  foster  a close  link  betx/een  the  health 
serv:f.Ge  and  those  personal  and  social  services  founded  by  the  local  authority. 

In  April  1971  we  saw  the  formation  of  the  new  Social  Services  Depart- 
ment by  the  amalgamation  of  the  Childrens  and  Welfare  Departments with  some 
duties  previously  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department,  It  is  already 
evident  that  the  changes  were  carried  out  with  undue  haste  and  that  pilot 
projects  would  have  yielded  valuable  information.  Lack  of  trained  staff 
has  been  a major  problem  in  this  depar'fement  which  will  take  years  to  solve, 

A new  addition  to  the  report  is  a table  giving  details  of  the  number 
of  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  d'oring  the  year.  It  is  surprising  that  this 
disease,  which  responds  so  well  to  modem  therapy  continues  to  increase 
slowly  throughout  the  countiy  and  presenting  a threat  to  the  sexually  prom- 
iscuous both  heterosexual  and  homosexualo 


There  is  little  change  in  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district  thou^ 
it  is  worth  noting  that  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  for  the  first  time  in  the 
last  fev/  years  and  there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  infant  mortality 
and  peri-riatal  mortality  rates®  The  fall  in  the  number  of  home  confinements 
continued  as  most  x^omen  nox'f  ba.ve  their  babies  in  the  modem  Doncaster  Mater- 
nity Hospital,  and  a large  xjercentage  of  them  opting  to  come  home  between  the 
second  and  fifth  day  after  confinement , The  x/ork  of  the  domiciliary  midwife 
largely  consists  of  ante^-natal  and  post-natal  work  which,  though  extremely 
valuable,  lacks  the  tbrill  of  participating  in  the  actual  birth. 
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The  School  Health  Sei”vice  has  again  struggled  with  the  load  of  work 
placed  upon  it,  and  the  shortage  of  medical  staff  which  was  mentioned  in  the 
last  report  has  not  been  improired  during  the  year.  There  are  signs,  however, 
that  an  improved  medical  staffing  sitmtion  vrill  occur  in  1972  and  a more 
comprehensive  service  given  to  schools,  particularly  in  the  field  of  health 
education. 

Talks  on  health  matters  were  given  to  schools  by  the  staff,  mainly 
on  smoking  and  health,  venereal  disease  and  drug  addiction,  the  last  subject 
being  of  particular  importance  because  of  the  increased  use  of  ’’soft  drtigs" 
amongst  young  people  in  this  country.  This  district  is  not  an  exception 
and  in  order  to  combat  this  problem  a Drugs  Abuse  Liaison  Committee  has  been 
formed  in  Doncaster,  and  this  Depa,rtment  is  represented  on  the  committee. 

As  the  number  of  elderly  in  the  community  increases  an  added  burden 
will  be  placed  on  Local  Authority  services,  increasing  the  waiting  lists  for 
special  housing  for  the  elderly,  warden  services  and  meals-on-wheels  with  the 
luncheon  clubSo  The  commxmity  is,  however,  well  served  by  community  centres 
for  the  elderly  which  should  enable  good  services,  particularly  for  Ixmcheon 
clubs  to  be  provided,  without  much  diffic'ul,ty„  These  services  provide  an 
essential  supplement  to  the  services  provided  by  the  Social  Services  Depart- 
ment and  hospitals  8 

Once  again  I must  finish  my  report  hy  thanking  Mr,  Hey  and  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  l^Ir©  Vallance  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Department,  for  continuing  to  tackle  the  ever  increasing  load  of  work  during 
the  year  and  performing  it  with  competence  and  good  humour,  thus  making  my 
task  easier  and  enjoyable o 

Finally,  I wish  to  thank  you,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  the  interest  you  have  shown  in  my  reports,  and  for  your  encouragement 
and  consideration  which  has  made  my  duties  for  the  Council  both  a privilege  and 
a pleasure o

There  were  42  fewer  deaths  in  1971  than  in  1970  with  the  subsequent  reduction,  in 
the  birth  rate,  which,  for  the  first  time  for  several  years,  fell  just  below  the  national 
average.  The  percentage  of  these  births  which  were  legitimate  remains  the  same.  The 
figures  for  the  Urban  District  are  small  and,  as  can  be  seen  from  the  data  on  stillbirths, 
the  difference  of  one  or  two  can  have  a marked  effect  on  the  actual  rate,  and  so,  with  all 
the  statistics  of  the  district,  there  can  be  marked  fluctuations  in  the  vital  statistic 
rates  from  year  to  year  without  there  being  significance  statistically.  There  was, 
however,  a marked  reduction  in  the  infant  mortality  rates  which  approximated  to  the  national 
average,  though  the  peri-nata.l  mortality  rate,  in  common  with  other  areas  in  South  York- 
shire, remains  high.  There  are  several  factors  responsible  for  peii-natal  mortality  of 
which  social  conditions  figure  prominently , A survey  has  been  conducted  in  the  Division 
which  clearly  shows  that  closer  attention  must  be  paid  in  the  ante-^iatal  period  to  the 
care  and  supervision  of  the  woman  during  pregnancy,  I am  pleased  onoe  again  to  report 
that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  ditring  1971.

During  the  year  there  were  two  deaths  from  suicide  and  one  death  each  from 
motor  vehicle  accidents  and  other  accidents.  These  figures  are  a marked  reduction 
m the  previous  years p hut  there  is  still  a great  deal  of  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Accident  Prevention  Committee  in  Bentley  to  keep  these  figures  at  a minimum  level. 

The  nximber  of  deaths  decreased  in  1971  was  30p  and  againp  the  Captain  of  Death 
was  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  butp  on  this  occasionj  the  Lieutenant  was  Cancer,  with 
Cancer  of  the  Lung  again  figuring  prominently  as  the  commonest  cancer  siiffered  in 
this  area.  Cerebral  Vascular  disease,  which  took  second  place  in  1970,  \-ras  rele- 
gated to  third  this  year,  but  this  cause  of  death  will  certainly  remain  prominent 
as  people  live  longer  and  their  arteries  narrow  with  age.  Once  again,  diseases 
of  the  respiratory  system  made  a large  and  unwelcome  contribution  to  the  statistics 
including  two  deaths  from  T.B.,  of  which  one  was  aged  75. 

One  death  occurred  in  an  elderly  woman,  who  was  over  the  age  of  75 » due  to 
the  lack  of  vitamins.  This  is  one  death  which  should  not  occvir  at  this  time  when 
we  have  warden  supervisioa  of  the  elderly  and  a Meals-on-Wheels  seinrice  and  other 
social  agencies  active  in  the  area.  I feel  that  this  death  hi^lights  one  of  the 
problems  of  the  aged  which  is  going  to  increase  in  a few  years  when  elderly  people 
tend  to  isolate  themselves,  perhaps  due  to  their  poor  economic  circvunstances.

The  above  table  shiows  that  the  statistics  for  Bentley  with  Arksey  compare  quite 
favourablji'  with  the  statistics  for  the  other  West  Riding  Urban  Districts  and  the 
County  as  a whole,  though  Cancer  of  the  Lung  always  appears  higher  for  this  area. 
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CHILD  \7ELFARE  CENTRES 


I regret  to  report  that  little  progress  was  made  in  the  provision  of  new 
clinic  premises  in  Bentley  apart  from  agreeing  on  a site  which  will  provide  room 
for  extensions  to  be  made  to  convert  it  into  a health  centre  should  the  occasion 
arise  in  the  future  when  such  a building  will  be  needed „ Without  doubt,  the 
Pavillion  is  a most  unsatisfactory  situation  for  Health  Visitors  to  do  their  work, 
and  in  this  respect  Bentley  is  one  of  the  least  fortunate  areas  in  the  West  Riding 
of  Yorkshire o I can  only  hope  that  purpose-built  premises  will  be  constructed 
before  the  re-organisation  of  the  in  1974.. 

Despite  the  unsatisfactoiy  premises  in  Bentley,  attendances  at  the  clinics 
have  been  good  and,  in  fact,  hi^er  than  the  attendances  at  Scawthorpe  clinic 
w'hich  are  also  high*  The  programme  of  developmental  assessment  on  c'Jriildren  at 
specific  ages  has  continued  successfully  during  the  year,  and  appeals  to  mothers 
who  value  this  closer  supervision  of  the  development  of  their  childreno 

With  the  demolition  of  a large  number  of  houses  at  Toll  Bar  the  mobile  clinic 
ceased  to  visit  that  area  and  the  sessions  were  transferred  to  the  West  End  of 
Bentley  where  attendances  increased  steadily  to  the  end  of  the  year*  Following  the 
occupation  of  the  new  housing  estate  at  Toll  Bar  there  may  again  be  a need  to  hold 
sessions  with  the  mobile  clinic  in  this  area* 

(c)  Phenylketonuria  Testing 

The  test  for  this  substance  in  the  urine  vms  stopped  in  April  last  year,  and 
the  Guthrie  test  for  Phenylalanine  in  the  blood  was  substituted*  This  test  is- 
carried  out  on  the  6th  day  of  life  by  the  midwife  who  takes  a small  dx'op  of  blood 
from  the  Baby's  heel*  By  testing  at  an  earlier  age  it  is  hoped  that  deduction  of 
this  defect  will  lead  to  earlier  treatment  and  less  disability*  No  cases  of  this 
problem  were  found  during  the  year* 

(d)  Ortolani  Test. 

All  babies  are  tested  for  Congenital  Dislocation  of  the  hip  by  Kiawi'ires  and 
Health  Visitors* 

(e ) Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods* 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice  and  Vitamin  Tablets  were 
supplied  to  mothers  at  all  clinics  and  sales  have  increased

2o  Meals  Service 


In  1971  the  meals-on-wheels  sertlce  continued  to  supply  meals  to  the 
aged  who  were  imable  to  look  after  themselves  without  assistanceo  Voluntary 
drivers,  recruited  locally,  play  an  imporiant  part  in  this  service  which  is 
so  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients o Voluntary  drivers  are  very  difficult 

to  recruit  and  thought  must  be  given,  to  providing  paid  helpers  in  the  future 
as  the  service  expands o TM.s  area  is  fortunate  in  having  community  centres 
throughout  the  district  where  limcheori  clubs  can  take  place  regularly,  and 
though  I feel  that  meals-on-wheels  services  should  alxrays  be  provided  a lim- 
cheon  club  serves  a two-fold  purpose  of  providing  a social  occasion  as  well 
as  nutrition,  and  expansion  of  the  meal  service  should  first  be  contemplated 
by  starting  luncheon  clubs  in  the  centres  Throughout  the  district.  The 
major  problems  to  be  overcorae  in  this  sphere  is  the  source  of  regular  meals 
of  good  qualityo 

3 o Laundry  Service. 

This  service  is  less  frequently  used,  but  is  on  occasions  required  and, 
supplemented  by  the  laiondry  servxce  fur  blankets  at  concessionary  rates,  has 
proved  valuable  on  some  occasions^ 
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4o  Mental  Health  Service 


This  service  was  transferred  to  the  Social  Services  Department  in  April 
1971 j and  the  staff  of  Mental  Welfare  Officers  became  social  workers  in  the 
new  department. 

The  adult  training  centre  came  under  the  administrative  control  of  the 
Social  Services  Department ,,  but  the  junior  training  centre  was  transferred  to 
the  Education  Department  and  became  Ino^m  as  Adwick  Pembank  School. 

Staffing  in  the  new  school  was  improved  and  txfo  extra  classrooms  provided  T-rith 
a greater  range  of  equipment. 

Medical  supervision  was  still  provided  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  a start 
was  made  to  build  the  much-needed  extensions  and  special  care  unite 

5o  ViTarden  Service  to  the  Elderly 

The  number  of  wardens  remained  unchanged  during  1971  and  these  ladies 
continued  to  do  their  valuable  X'/ork  in  a most  conscientious  manner  dirring  the 
year.  Many  old  people  came  to  rely  on  their  warden  not  only  to  keep  them 
in  touch  xfith  the  world  outside  their  homes  but  for  many  small  services.

This  sceheme  continues  to  be  administered  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
and  is  frequently  found  to  be  useful  though  it  is  not  extensively  used  in  this

8 PROBLEM  FAJyilLIESo 


The  new  Social  Services  Department  ha-ve  largely  taken  over  the  duties  of

The  supervision  of  playgroups  was  also  placed  with  the  Social  Services  Dep- 
artment in  1971  and  it  is  also  responsible  for  registration  thou^  Health  Visitors 
do  continue  to  visit  the  playgroups  and  note  the  developmental  progress  of  children, 
particularly  those  with  disabilities, 

Ihe  increasing  number  of  places  in  nursery  groups  in  infant  schools  has 
proved  immensely  beneficial  to  deprived  children  and  those  with  some  handicap. 

There  are  no  day  nurseries  in  the  area, 

AMBULAIICE  FACILITIES, 

Tills  scheme  operates  efficiently  with  a free  ambulance  and  sitting-car 
provided  free  if  required.  The  vehi.cles  are  situated  at  Yarborough  Terrace, 
Bentley,  and  are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses  or  from  the  general 
public  in  an  emergency.

The  shortage  of  medical  staff  for  this  service  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
annual  report  has  not  improved.  Two  general  practitioners  agreed  to  do  occasional 
sessions  but  are  not  trained  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  assessment  of  handicapped 
children,  which  is  important  and  time  consuming  work.  Much  of  the  change  in  the 
work  of  the  school  health  service  has  been  dictated  by  shortage  of  medical  staff  but 
it  is  in  my  opinion  still  necessary  to  examine  fully  all  school  entrants.  There- 
after regular  two  yearly  testing  of  vision  and  hearing  is  carried  out  by  assistants 
to  the  Health  Visitors  with  selective  medical  inspection  at  nine  years  and  an  inter- 
view with  the  school  doctor  and  medical  examination  if  req.uired  in  the  last  year  of 
school  life. 

The  School  Health  Service  has  a valuable  role  to  play  in  any  re-organised 
Health  Service  but  it  sorely  needs  not  only  more  medical  staff  but  more  advisers  on 
Health  Education,  Educational  Psychologists,  Speech  Therapists  and  Audiologists, 

Talks  on  health  were  given  by  Health  Visitors  and  doctors  in  several  schools 
on  a variety  of  subjects,  usually  linking  up  with  subjects  being  tau^t  in  the  schools. 

The  series  of  talks  on  Health  and  Health  Education  given  to  student  teachers  at 
Scawaby  College  in  1970  were  repeated  with  minor  modifications  in  1971,  with  the 
object  of  maki ng  future  schoolteachers  aware  of  health  problems  in  school  and  possible 
means  of  prevention.

During  the  year  168  sessions  were  held  at  Woodlands  Clinic,  which  is 
inacessible  from  many  parts  of  the  division  without  difficulty  and  the  hopes 
of  obtaining  more  central  premises  were  not  realised  during  1971  though  the 
search  for  suitable  premises  continues.

PRBVALBNCB  AND  GOMTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AI^D  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  computer  scheme  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  in  the  ^-‘^est  Riding 
continued  to  vrork  efficiently  though  the  geographical  disadvantages  mentioned 
in  the  last  report  remained  an  obstacle  to  achieving  a much  higher  percentage 
of  fully  immunised  children  in  the  comraimity„  Measles  vaccination  is  novr  an 
established  part  of  the  programme  and  should  soon  show  signs  of  eliminating 
this  distressing  illness  in  young  children.  Smallpox  vaccination  ceased  as  a 
routine  procedure  at  18  months  old  as  the  risks  of  vaccination  reactions 
were  greater  than  the  risk  of  contracting  this  disease  in  Britain, 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  vigilance  in  this  field  should  be  relaxed.  Epidemics  of 
infectious  diseases  are,  of  course,  most  likely  to  arise  in  schools  where  the 
grouping  together  of  children  in  the  relatively  confined  space  of  a classroom 
provides  ideal  conditions  for  the  spread  of  disease.

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established  for  several 
years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and  representatives  of  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster  and  District,  Financial  assistance 
is  given  to  the  Committee  by  the  I’Jest  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster 
County  Borough, 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  vn.th  clothingy  bedding,  etc.  The 
Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and  the  advice  of  the  special  Health 
Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is  alx-xays  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk  is  provided  free 
to  all  active  Tuberculosis  patients.
